The United 
States Supreme Court recently ren- 
dered a decision sustaining the pres- 
ent Commissioner. The Court held 
that the failure to assess and collect 


therefore intends to resign.—A'eics.

In 
this State they are authorized to hold 
and permanently retain a surplus, 
for the greater security of their de- 
positors against loss; and the pay- 
ment of 35 per cent, on its amount 
would have fallen upon them ns a 
grievous and oppressive burden. 


The San Francisco Jianker and De- 


positor, referring to this decision and 
the law of Congress, says: 


Savings banks are not speculating 


institutions. They as a general thing 
have no stock capital 'and no stock- 
holders. Their assets consist wholly 
in their deposits and the accumula- 
tions thereon in the form of an un- 
divided surplus. The real owners of 
both are for the most part poor peo- 
ple, who have laid aside their small 
earnings as a reliance against the day 
of want. Congress in passing a law 
for the relief of this class from what 
would have been a practical wrong 
has simply followed the dictates of a 
sound public policy. 


CONGRESSMAN PAGE has a hanker- 


ing -lifter poor folks that is refreshing 
in these days of shoddy sxipremacy. 
Only the other day he appointed a 
washwoman's son to the naval school 
at Anapolis, and now the Alta men- 
tions the efforts made by him to sup- 
press the traffic in Italian children. 
Mainly through the exertions of Mr. 
Page a law was passed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress which gives any cit- 
izen authority to [arrest and bring to 
account any of those beasts who live 
off the earnings of the little Italian 
bouquet-sellers and street musicians. 
Nearly every American city contains 
a number of these children, many of 
whom havebeen stolen from their pa- 
rents and brought to this country. 
Beferring to the passage of the law 
for the suppression of this traffic in 
Italian children, the Alta, pays the 
following compliment to Mr. Page: 


We should not forget also to award 


praise to the gentlemen of the Senate 
and the House who so nobly respond- 
ed to the call.

The 
last named gentleman is a hard and 
effective worker in any cause which 
enlists his sympathies and sense of 
good policy. He flung himself into 
the contest with his accustomed zeal, 
•and exerted great powers of persua- 
sion and argument iu favor of free- 
ing the oppressed Italian children 
from the tyranny of their cruel pad- 
rones, and extending to them the pro 
tection which our institutions prom- 
ise alike to all. All Italians who feel 
sympathy for tlie littlo sous and 
daughters of their countrymen when 
cruelly oppressed, should feel that 
they owe a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Page for his aid on this question.
